Both were un- 
dressed but Hedges, Sr., carried 
a shotgun. He looked out the 
loor, and seeing the size of the 
crowd returned and set down 
his gun, being afraid to fire. 

Mr. Hedges, Sr., returned to 
the door and peering through 
asked what they wanted. They 
told him to come out. Hedges 
did not at first comply. 

"You s — of a b — , you had 
better come out or we will 
make you," said the leader. 
He opened the door partly and 
then a shot from a shotgon was 
hMurd. Other shots ensued and 
Hedges dropped to th» floor 
mortally woondtd, the shotgun 
shot having straok him in the 
abdomtn. 

Thoaondragg^ the father 
into th« kitohon asd oumined 
his wound, but later retamed to 
the door to plead with the men 
to go away.
